Take Big Jump 


Indicating the sharp increase 
in activity in Palm Springs were 
two sets of figures released this 
week. One, by Postm aster R. M. 
Gorham, revealed a big gain in 
post office business for the first 
half of 
1945 compared to the 
first half of 1944. The other, giv­ 
en out by P. M. Sw art, deputy 
city engineer, showed a sharp 
increase in building activity for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1945, as compared w ith the 1943­ 
1944 fiscal year. 
Business at the post office, be­ 
tw een Jan . 1, 1945, and June 30, 
1945, w as $69,904.53. 
For the 
same period in 1944, postal re­ 
ceipts w ere 
$57,910.89, 
an in­ 
crease of almost $12,000. 
BUILDING UP SHARPLY 
Mr. Sw art's tabulation reveal­ 
ed that in the 1944-45 fiscal year, 
329 building perm its for a total 
valuation of $499,915.00, w ere is­ 
sued. For the 1943-44 fiscal year, 
204 perm its, valued at $92,401.00 
were issued, a gain of almost 
500 per cent. 
The m ost significant factor in 
the 1944-45 
report, 
Mr. Sw art 
said, was the fact that of the 329 
perm its issued, 74 w ere for new 
buildings and homes. 
The new 
construction accounted for $329,­ 
300 of th e year’s total. 
The y ear’s total was the high­ 
est since the start of the war. In 
the 1940-41 fiscal year, just be­ 
fore the 
war, 
perm its totaled 
562,181. In the first year of the 
w ar they 
dropped 
to $330,675,

PLANS COMPLETED 
H arold W. 
Burton,

geles architect, 
has com pleted 
plans for the enterprise. 
The 
buildings show the Indian influ­ 
ence 
and 
w ill 
be 
especially 
adapted for the desert. 
Mr. Strebe, a resident of the 
Village for the past 20 years, 
firm ly believes in its phenom e­ 
nal and accelerated grow th and 
is confident th at Palm Springs 
will continue to be th e nation’s 
foremost w inter playground. The 
new project is destined to be a 
great contribution to the am use­ 
m ent facilities of the Village. 
OF MODERN STYLE 
The new theater w ill be of 
m odern style of reinforced con­ 
crete and glass, and its design 
will be in keeping w ith the des­ 
ert. A large entrance court, lib­ 
erally planted 
w ith 
an exotic 
garden, pool and cascades, w ith 
irridescent lighting, is provided. 
There will be five pairs of m od­ 
ern glass doors and a spacious 
foyer. The th eater w ill be equip­ 
ped for 
radio 
and television ¡ 
broadcasts and the stage equip­ 
ped for local civic affairs, oper­ 
ettas, dram as 
and 
club func­ 
tions. 
The stores will be in keeping 
w ith the theater design and will 
house specialty shops. The hotel 
units will extend along the In ­ 
dian avenue front and into the 
center of the property, form ing 
a U-shaped patio. An esplanade 
from Palm 
Canyon 
drive w ill 
lead to the patio, w here a m od­ 
ern swimming pool will be in ­ 
stalled. Each of the 52 suites will 
contain a bath and a large sit­ 
ting room -bedroom opening on 
to a lanai.

War Chest Funds 
Speed Aid To War 
Victims In Italy 


•Almost 500 tons of milk, shoes 
and clothing are enroute to Italy 
to augm ent previous shipm ents 
for relief of thousands of w ar 
victim s in th a t country, accord­ 
ing to a rep o rt of A m erican Re­ 
lief for Italy received today by 
Wm. B. C olburn from the N a­ 
tional W ar Fund. 
The latest shipm ents include 
547,601 pounds of clothing and 
shoes for m en, w om en and chil­ 
dren, and 249,193 pounds of evap­ 
orated and pow dered milk, said 
the report.

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Stepped-Up Program At Local Air 
Base Reflects Drive For Speedy And 
Complete Victory Over Japanese Foe 


Every man and woman, both military and civilian, and every 
department at the Army Air Base here, embracing all phases oi 
the mission of the 5th Operational Training Unit, is beginning to 
reflect the "stepped-up" program outlined for that organization as 
its contribution to the mammoth task placed before the command 
of the Ferrying Division of the Air Transport Command as a re­ 
sult of victory in Europe. 


W ith the defeat of the Nazis, it 
w as indicated 
that 
the ATC’s 
share in the redeploym ent p ro­ 
gram would be even greater in 
th e cam paign against the Japs 
th an it was prior to victory in 
Europe. As a result that program 
form ulated long before VE day 
is now beginning to be felt in all 
of its intensity by the personnel 
of the 5th OTU here, it is said. 
FOR JAPS' DOWNFALL 
According to a report just is­ 
sued, a survey of the various de­ 
partm ents of the 5th OTU which 
included the sm allest office, mess 
halls, 
operations 
maintenance, 
engineering, 
and 
on 
into the 
ground and flight training de­ 
partm ents, indicated 
that per­ 
sonnel, m ateriel, machinery and 
airships are beginning to grind 
aw ay on the road to ultim ate 
victory over the Japs. More ships 
are now evident in the skies on 
training 
f l i g h t s 
over 
Palm 
Springs, and 
more 
are 
yet to 
come, according to M ajor Frank 
H. Jerdone, 
m aintenance engi­ 
neering officer, 
whose depart­ 
m ent is 
charged 
w ith keeping 
them flying. 
The report which sounded out 
th e 
reactions 
of 
departm ent 
heads and their personnel show­ 
ed a surprisingly low percentage 
of the traditional "gripe” because 
of longer hours of duty and the 
dem ands of greater productivity. 
G enerally there seemed to pre­ 
vail an under current of: “this Is 
it—the last road—the last tug up 
th e hill w hich will spell com­ 
plete defeat of the Japs, and the 
quicker and better we do our 
jobs, the sooner we will all get 
home. 
WORK OVERTIME 
In 
m any 
sections 
m en and 
w om en of this organization are 
w orking from 12 to 16 hours a 
day, and w ith no days off. As 
an example, at the Bachelor O f­ 
ficers’ 
Q uarters, 
personnel on 
d u ty there are w orking 12-hour 
shifts. These hours are stretched 
to 16 and 18 hours when one of 
these soldiers takes a few hours 
off to attend to personal affairs. 
F irst L ieutenant John F. P ra ­ 
ter, in charge 
of 
the officers' 
mess, had nothing but words of 
praise for tne m en working w ith 
him in his departm ent. 
“They 
a re putting in 59 hours a week 
and m any of the cooks reporting 
fo r w ork at 4 a.m. and who don’t 
q u it until 8 or 8:30 p.m. are for­ 
m er mess sergeants, and I don’t 
hear a ‘gripe’ from any of them ,” 
h e reported. 
A t the 
general 
mess, w here 
tooth civilians employed on the 
toase and the m ilitary eat, the 
p ictu re was only slightly better.

M ajor Thomas J. Johnson, Jr., 
personnel director of the 5th O p ­ 
erational Training Unit, F errying 
Division of the ATC, A rm y A ir 
Base here, in releasing an a n ­ 
nouncem ent by G eneral H. H. 
Arnold, Commanding G eneral of 
the Army A ir Forces, for all 
AAF officers to rem ain in the 
service until the end of the J a p ­ 
anese war, cited the need 
of 
these soldiers in the A ir T ran s­ 
port Command as reflected 
in 
the heavy load and enlarged m is­ 
sion of the 5th OTU. 
"The Major, in pointing to th e 
opening paragraph

A rnold’s statem ent, w hich urges 
A AF officers to rem ain in th e

SPECIALISTS AT WORK 
G eneral 
Arnold's

“When we began our officer 
expansion to meet the re q u ire ­ 
m ents of the present w ars,” said 
G eneral Arnold, “the A rm y A ir 
Forces contained less than 3000 
officers . . . we have increased 
to 300,000 officers. By far th e 
m ajor part of this expansion has 
been accomplished by taking e x ­ 
ecutives and 
skilled specialists 
who had already been successful 
in th eir chosen fields in civil life, 
and bringing them into our m ili­ 
tary service. 
In no other w ay 
could our past accom plishm ents 
or our present requirem ents have 
possibly been fulfilled. The d e b t 
the Army A ir Forces owes to 
these officers .who have given up 


their professions and businesses 
to p u t on the uniform and now 
occupy positions of great respon­ 
sibility in the w artim e structure, 
is incalculable. 
“I have tw o purposes in w rit­ 
ing this letter,” continues G en­ 
eral A rnold. “The first is to tell 
all of you in the above m ention­ 
ed group of m y personal recogni­ 
tion of the p a rt you have played, 
the load you have borne, and the 
rem arkable successes you have 
individually achieved. The sec­ 
ond is to ask you to stay w ith us 
and to support our service to the 
ultim ate victory. W hile the E u­ 
ropean w ar is finished and has 
ended in com plete victory, the 
m agnitude of the task and the 
problem s confronting the Army 
Air Forces have not been reduc­ 
ed 
proportionately. 
Redeploy­ 
m ent 
problem s 
are 
alm ost 
as 
heavy as was the support of the 
conflict in Europe, and in addi­ 
tion, and not to be forgotten for 
one m om ent, 
are 
the require­ 
m ents of the Japanese war. 
In 
order to get th a t conflict over in 
the m inim um of tim e, we are de­ 
ploying 
practically 
our 
whole 
force against the Japanese. This 
m eans th at we have in the Army 
Air Forces an urgent and press­ 
ing requirem ent for the contin­ 
ued services of the large num ­ 
ber of able officers who have 
supported us thus far. 
MUST KEEP MANY 
“I know you are patriots or 
you w ould not have joined us in 
the first place. I am asking you, 
therefore, to stick w ith us to the 
finish. It w ill be possible to al­ 
low some to retu rn to civil in­ 
dustry, to 
business 
life w here 
they are so badly needed. It will 
be 
absolutely 
necessary, 
how ­ 
ever, to keep a large num ber to 
see our present crisis through. I 
m ake this request understanding 
fully th at 
this 
involves much 
personal hardship. I hope, there­ 
fore, th at each of you w ill ex ­ 
am ine your own case and w her­ 
ever possible m ake no strenuous 
effort to secure im m ediate relief 
until your 
com m anders advise 
you th a t you can be spared w ith­ 
out loss to th e service.”

Assessment Rolls 
In County To Show 
Huge Gain, Report 


The 1945 assessm ent roll was 
completed and presented to the 
board of supervisors by County 
Assessor F rank 
B urchfield on 
July 2. The new roll show s an 
increase over the 1944 value ol 
approxim ately four and a half 
million dollars. This includes the 
value of public utilities, which 
are assessed by the State Board 
of Equalization, but w hich are 
subject to th e same local tax 
rates as common property. 
"This increase in the tax base 
is due almost entirely to addi­ 
tional new 
w ealth 
w hich has 
come into Riverside county in 
the form of new structural im ­ 
provem ents, 
personal 
property 
and th e developm ent of raw land 
to agriculture 
and subdivision 
purposes,” B urchfield said. 
"A lthough 
building activities 
are greatly restricted, new struc­ 
tures throughout the county are 
responsible for more th an half 
the increase on the local roll. 
Personal property of all kinds 
account for tw enty-five per cent 
and th e balance is shared by 
trees, vines and land. No general 
county-wide revision of property 
values was 
undertaken 
during 
the p ast year,” the assessor con­ 
tinued, “since 
an 
analysis of 
sales of all types of property in­ 
dicates the ratio of assessed val­ 
ue to sales to be approxim ately 
the sam e.”
